Fossil Camels. 


The first fossil camels ever found 


iutact ;u America are beiutr set up iu 
the Carnegie Museum iu Pittsburgh, 
aud curious little animals they are, 
beiuir cot much larger than sray- 
houuus. with sleuder leys aud long 
necks 


These skeletons were clothed with 


flesh ages ago, ami existed io the 
Niobrara Valley iu western Nebraska, 
where Prof. O. A. Peterson, of the 
Carnegie Museum, aud Dr. F- i>- 
Loomis. of Yale University, louud 
them. 


These fossil camels are said to be 


the remote ancestors cf the modern 
camels and dromedaries of Arabia and 
of Africa, and of ihe llamas of South 
America. The camei originated, iu 
America, the earliest form, beiug no 
larger than a European hare. The 
species represented by the new speci- 
mens at Pittsburgh is a later type, to 
oe round iu the iJ i o c e u e strata. 
Twenty-nine skeletons were found in 
more or less complete preservation, 
aud the three mounted are said by 
Professor Peterson to be more com- 
plete thau any other Miocene coam- 
mals ever found. From the fact that, 
all the skeletons were found iu ooe 
spot it is believed that they constitu- 
ted a aerd which was suddenly miied 
to death or overtaken by some catas- 
trophe, 


Originating doubtless iu the west- 


ern part of the country, these gray- 
houudlike camels strayed to South- 
America, where their living descen- 
dauts. the llamas and guanacos still 
exist. Eeniaius of prehistoric camels 
have been excavated ou the pampas 
of Argentina, and tasen from eaves in. 
Brazil. Other prehistoric camels found, 
their way to Asia by way of Alaska 
and the Siberian connecting liu£ of 
laud, for Iu those periods North Amer- 
ica aud Asia are assumed to have beeu 
thus united.—POPULAR MECHANICS.

Cleared lands which are aban- 


doned and lying waste, and cannot be- 
come reforested naturally, should be 
planted- Tne great needs of the re 
gion are an increase In the humus cov- 
ering; of both agricultural and forest 
soils' and an increase in the density 
of the forest, in order to lessen the 
rapidity of the surface runoff.

only practical way to bring about 
taese conditions is to protect the for- 


=t. lands from fire and to maintain 


breaking the violence of the ram. re 
larding the melting of snow, increas- 
ing the absorptive capacity of the soil 
cover, preventing erosion, and check- 
ing surface runoff, in general, tend to 
equalize the high and low stages of 
streams and to maintain a steady now 
of water in them.

3t IP safe to assume that coniferous 
forests retain more precipitation than
